Ben Greenhut, son of President 
Greenhut, was Secretary and Treasurer of the 
company, and the understanding in Peoria 
was that the Greenhuts furnished most of the 
capital. Some months ago, however, this in- 
stitution closed down and since that time Mr. 
Gibson has had no reculat engagement. He 
retains, apparently, the friendship of his old 
associates in the company.

TICKETS TO BE GOOD FOR TWO YEARS. 


Another Riilroad Mileage Bill Introduced 
in Wisconsin Legislature. 

Mapison, Wis., Feb. 1.—[Special.]—Bills 
were introduced in the Senate today to give

DEATH OF MRS. AUGUSTA TABOR. 


Was the First Wife of the Ex-Senator= 
How the Divorce Was Obtained. 
Denver, Col, Feb. 1.—[Special. ]—Mrs. 
Augusta Tabor, first wife of ex-Senator 
H. A. W. Tabor. owner of the Tabor Opera- 
House, and until within a short time ago 17 
wealthiest man in Colorado, died today at 
Los Angeles, Cal., where she had gone for her 
health. She had only one child, Maxey, who 
owns the Brown Palace Hotel of this city. 
Mrs. Tabor obtained prominence in the early 
eighties through a divorce proceeding in- 
stituted by her husband, who had just 
sprung into notoriety as the discoverer 
of the Little Pittsburg mine at Leadville, 
which had yielded $2,000,000 in one year 
and brought him from the position of a coun- 
try storekeeper to the top ranks of the West. 
Tabor wanted to go to the United 
States Senate, and, to be in the swim, sought 
the affections of the handsome Miss McCourt 
of Oshkosh, Wis., who was visiting in the 
West. To rid himself of his first wife Tabor 
instituted divorce proceedings, aMeging in- 
compatibility, but was defeated three times. 
Then a compromise was effected and Mrs. 
Augusta agreed to a separation on receiving 
titles to vast property that has increased 
wonderfully in value. Tabor went to Wash- 
ington with his new bride and got notoriety 
in the papers as the owner of a $5,000 slum- 
ber robe. Since then he has had misfortune 
and his property is now in the hands of as- 
signees, rs.

The 
Metropolitan line parallels Milwaukee ave- 
nue, which is the most profitable line of the 
West Chicago Street railroad system. Mr. 


' Yerkes looked upon that with as much show 


of indifference as he could and bolstered up 
his indifference with some elaborate calcula- 
tions which showed that ea great part of the 
Milwaukee avenue traffic was local traffic. 
The Metropolitan began evolving a scheme 
based upon Mr. Yerkes’ own calculations. 
It figured out that it could for a compara- 
tively;small investment build au electric line 
under its own tracks, paralleling the Milwau- 
kee avenue cable. It calculated this could be 
run in connection with the elevated plant at 
only a trifling additional cost. And it con- 
chaded a three-cent fare for the accommoda- 
tion of the local traffic of the Milwaukee ave- 
nue district would give Mr. Yerkes a taste of 
competition such as he had not been bar- 
gaining for.

hand and the Lake Street Elevated,the Madison 
street cable, and the Cicero and Proviso Elec- 
tric road, controlled by Charles T. Yerkes, 
on the other, have for some time been seek- 
ing to acquire the Chicago, Harlem and Bata- 
via railroad. For some time they have been 
trying in every way known to men of finance 
to obtain control of the thirteen miles of 
track and the valuable right of.way of this 
dummy road, 

The Chicago, Harlem and Batavia, which 
is now a connection of the Chicago and North- 
ern Pacific, was, until its purchase by that 
corporation, a narrow gauge running from 
Madison street and West Fortieth street north 
to West Randolph, west on Randolph to West 
Fifty-second street, north to Park avenue, 
and west on Park avenue to River Forest. At 
River Forest the road made a turn to the 
south, and ran along Magnolia avenue 40 
Waldheim r turning east from 
there it runs to plaines avenue, a few 
blocks east of Magnolia. When the Chicago 
and Northern Pacific built its terminal line 
into Chicago and constructed the Central 
Passenger Station at Harrison and Fifth 
avenue it er by lease and purchase sev- 
eral small lines of road. The Chicago, Har- 
lem and Batavia was one of these, for which 
$1,000,000 in bonds and $1,200,000 in stock 
was paid. Later on this property was leased 
by the Wisconsin Centrai, and the Northern 


Pacific eventually secured control of the en- 
tire holding, including the passenger station 


and the terminal lines, though subsequently 
the Northern Pacific wentinto the hands of 
receivers and the lease from the Wisconsin 
Central was terminated, the line being now 
operated by the Wisconsin Central. 

The dummy line was extended south on 
West Fortieth street to a connection with the 
lines of the Wisconsin Central or the Chicago 
and Northern Pacific, the gauge was widened 
to standard, and it was put in use for sub. 
urban traffic through the suburban towns 
along its right of way, including Austin, Oak 
Park, Halem, and River Forest, and running 
to Waldheim Cemetery. Itis said the sub- 
urban service of this line has been operated 
at a considerable loss to the company. The 
road has been in the hands of receivers for a 
year, and negotiations which have been made 
for the purchase of this land have of neces. 
sity been made with the officials of the court 
having control of the property. 

Yerkes Would Like to Have It. 


One block north of the main east and west 
line of the Chicago, Harlem and Batavia 
railread is the Lake Street Elevated, which, 
it is planned, shail sume day run through 
these suburban towns and parallel thie road. 
Two blocks to the south on Madison street is 
the Cicero and Proviso electric road, which is 


controlled by Charles T. Yerkes and which | 


connects at West Fortieth street with t . 
ble lines of the West Chicago street railroad. 
Two fares are obtained from all passengers 
who come from Oak Park, Harlem, Cicero, 
or any of the towns through which the road 
runs; one on the electrie line and the other on 
the cable. The Lake street is controlled by 
Charles T. Yerkes, and it is to the interests of 
each of these lines to have the Chicago, Har- 
lem and Batavia railroad in friendly hands. 

Late last summer negotiations were put 
under way by representatives of the Metro- 
politan Elevated to secure control of the Chi- 
cago, Harlem and Batavia. It was figured that 
as the line was being operated at a decided 
loss it would not require very much persuasion, 
if backed up with a sufficient amount of cap- 
ital, to obtain control of its stocks and bonds. 
The company has maintained a separate cor- 
porate existence through the various deals 
which have been made, though the control 
has been entirely in the hands of the Chicago 
and Northern Pacific, the Northern Pacitic, 
and the Wisconsin Central. The Metropolitan 
Elevated runs from Frankun street west 
along Van Buren street to the city limits. It 
crosses the line of the Chicago, Harlem and 
Batavia at West Fortieth street and Van 
Buren, and for a good portion of its western 
end runs through a sparsely settled section of 
the city. There are great stretches of va- 
cant ground which will contribute nothing, or 
almost nothing, to the passenger earnings of 
this road. 

Tho company did not wish to change the 
route of the main line from the straight east 
and west route which was first mapped out. 
With the development of the city this section 
is bound to be thickly populated, but for the 

resent the road running throughit would 
— to be operated at a loss. The officials of 
the company saw the necessity for a line 
which would tap the developed suburbs and 
obtain some of the traffic which otherwise 
would all go to one or the other of the roads 
controlled by Mr. Yerxes. To obtain a new 
right ot way, either by securing the consent of 
the required number of owners of property 
along the proposed route or by purchase or 
condemnation would not only be an expen- 
sive undertaking but one which would require 
considerable time. The Chicago, Harlem 


_and Batavia offered an easy solution of the 


difficulty. As a result negotiations were 
started toward securing its control. 


Metropolitan Makes a Move. 


When the Chicago and Northern Pacific at- 
quired a mght of way and built its terminal 
limes into Chicago it was found necessary to 
pass through Sec. 16, which occupies the en- 
tire ground between West Madison street on 
the north, West Twelfth street on the south, 
Central avenue on the west, and West Forty- 
eighth etreet on the east. Sec. 16 is school 
property and the School Trustees of Cicero 
refused to sell a right of way to the Chicago 
and Northern Pacific. matter was final- 
ly settled by the railroad company executing 
a lease fur nearly 200 acres of property lying 
ut the south side of tlie section.

One Fare or Two Fares, 

Follow the plan which has been put in 
force on Me. Yerkes’ North Side lines, it is 
the intention te get two fares from all passen- 
gers who go down-towu from Oak Park or the 
other suburban towns on the Cicero and Pro- 
viso line and the Madison street cable. Pas- 
sengers pay five cents on the electric line ana 
when they transfer to the cable line at West 
Fortieth street the conductor comes around 
for another nickel, as they do with passengers 
transferring on the Evanston electric to the 
North Side cable lines, If the Metropolitan 
Elevated controls the Hariem and Batavia, 
passengers coming in on the Cicero and Pro- 
viso would have their choice- of two lines 
down-town at the eastern terminus of the 
electrie road, the one being the Madison 
street cable, which would require from forty- 
five minutes to an heur for the trip, and the 
other the Metropolitan Elevated, which would 
make the run down in twenty-five minutes. 

There is not much question as to which road 


would obtain the lion’s share of the traffic 


from Oak Park coming down on the Cicero 
and Proviso. More than all that, perhaps, 
would be the fact that an electric line running 
through the same territory would at least 
divide the traffic with the Cicero and Proviso 
if two fares were charged by the Metropolitan 
people. This, however, was not the plan of 
the Metropolitan folks. They intended oper- 
ating the surface electric line on the right of 
way of the old Chicago, Harlem and Buta via 
in connection with the elevated, and to give 
transfers so that passengers from either end 
of the line could nake the entire trip for one 
fare. This would necessitate qa single fare for 


‘Mr. Yerkes’ two lines, or an algst complete 


loss of through suburban traffic.

DEATH OF MRS. PeANGscS M. SIMM. 


Born in Chicsgo Fifty-three Years Ago and 
Always Lived Here. 

Mrs. Frances M. Simm, wife of James C. 
Simm, died yesterday afternoon at their 
dwelling, No. 3805 Forest avenue, and will 
be buried in Graceland cemetery Monday. 
The funeral, conducted by Dr. Barrows, will be 
held at the residence at 10 o’clock. Mrs. Simm 
was born in Chicago at the Southwest corner 
of Lake street and Fifth avenue, Jan. 15, 
1842, and lived here all her life. She was 
the daughter of Barnard Blaesy, who owned 
and conducted one of the first bakery stores 
opened in this eity. was mar- 
ried June 13, 1859, to Mr. Simm, 
then and for athird of century a leading con- 
fectioner before the fire at No. 42 and after 
the fire at No. 56 State street. The husband 
and six children survive her. Previous to her 
marriage Mrs. Simm lived for a number of 
years at Twenty-fourth street and Cot- 
tage Grove avenue in the square 
brick house still standing 
she used to walk from there to where the 
Harrison Street Police Station now stands to 
school. Shé was a member of the First Pres- 
byterian Church, and was an industrious, 
persevering worker in the Relief Sewing So- 
ciety of that church. 


Mre. Therese Falkenau. 

Mrs. Therese Falkenau died yesterday morning 
at 4 o'clock at the family residence, No. 1923 In- 
diana avenue. Mrs. Falkenau was born in 
Prague, Bohemia, sixty-two years ago. She was 
married in New York in 1850 to Morris Falke- 
nau, who dled in 1882 in the Island of Madeira, 
where he had gone for his health. ‘Mrs. Falkenau 
possessed a deep knowledge of European politics 
and literature and spoke seven languages. Her 
husband was a refugee of the Austrian revolution 
of 1848. whose ancestors were for many genera- 
tions jewellers to the court of Austria. Four 
children survive her, Louis and Victor Falkenau, 
builders; Harry Falkenau, formerly musical edi- 
tor of the Herald: and Mrs. uise Danziger of 
this city and Harry Falkenau of Philadelphia, 
Pa.

-PUYALLUPS’ LAND TO BE SOLD. 


Proceed Will Go to Educate the Children 
of the Indians. 


Tacoma, Wash., Jan. 25.—[Special Corre- 
spondence. |—Private information from Col. 
J. W. Renfroe of the Puyallup Indian Com- 
misc. who is now in Washington City, in- 
dicates that the school land reservation of the 
Puyallups will soon be placed onsale. The 
members of the commission now ‘in 
Tacoma are looking for the formal 
order from the Commissioner of 
Indian Affairs daily. The information 
received from Col. Renfroe is to the effect 
that the plat made by the Commissioners last 
summer, and sent to the Indian Agent for his 
approval last September, has been approved, 
together with the appraisements of lots made 
in connection with the survey, The order will 
direct that the sale of the land be ad ver- 
tised in one paper each in Boston, 
Chicago, New York, and ‘Tacoma. It 
will be sold after thirty days’ public 
notice and sales averaging three sales a month 
will be made until all the land has been dis- 
posed of. All returns will be cash or one- 
third cash and the remainder in five equal 
annual payments drawing 6 per cent interest. 
The land will de sold at public auction the 
same asa batch of household goods, but the 
exact time and place of sale cannot be an- 
nounced until the order has been received. 
Lots ha® been appraised from $20 to $150 
and have an average frontage of 25 feet. 
Some of the lots are 400 feet deep. Inquiries 
are made daily about the-opening of the land 
for sale, 

Plenty of buyers are ready to pay the 
praised price, and it is expected 
will be some lively bidding.

WILL FIGHT GAME WARDEN’S BILL. 


Executive Committee of State Sportsmen’s 
Association Withdraws Its Indorsement, 
At the Sherman House yesterday afternoon 

the Executive committee of the State Sports- 
men’s Association met and rescinded the ac- 
tion it took some time ago when it gave an 
indorsement to the game protective bill which 
has just been introduced into the Legislature. 
The Law committee of the assobviation was 
directed to prepare amendments immediately 
to the game law as now on the statute book. 
These amendments will be presented and then 
passage asked, the amended act to take the 
place of the one introduced, the preparation 
of which has been accredited to Game Ward- 
en Blow. The Executive committee yester- 
day admitted it had acted hastily in ifdorsing 
the Blow bill and the members were not a bit 
slow in saying that allowing a bill with such 
provisions in it te pass scrutiny unchecked 
was little short of stupid. 

The bill now before the Legislature throws 
the market of Chicago wide open, and game, 
even that shot in Illinois, may be sold at all 
times of the year. R. S. Mott, an attorney 
and a member of the association, pointed out 
In the sale clause it 
is stated that during the open season it is law-

Common Council does little be- 
side passing ordinances, and is a diminutive 
Legislature. In England power is united 
m the Council. The Mayor, whom the Coun- 
cilors n choose from among their 
own number, holds an honorable position, 
but be has none of the powers of the Ameri- 
can Mayor. The heads of departments are 
selected by the Council * are held respon- 
sible to it, through ing commit- 
tees, 
These men ate selected for their special 
qualifications, and they keep their places as 
1 as they attend to their business. Civil 
service methode obtain without a law to en- 
force them. Each ward elects three Council- 
ors, one going out each year. These Council- 
ors elect the Aldermen, whose number is one- 
third of their own, The Aldermen form part 
of the Council, and, with the Councilors, elect 
the Mayor. Thus the management of city 
affairs is abso.utely in the hands of the Coun- 
cil. Chicagoans would be horrified at the 
idea of such unlimited authority being v 
in their City Council. They would expect to 


be far worse governed, and to be robbed on a 


grander scale than now. 


Yet the system inchs well abroad. City 
affairs are well managed. There are no 
scandals.

In 1898, in fifty large towns, there was 
not a single ward contest, even the new 
members who were elected getting their seats 
by virtue of unopposed nominations, It is 
true that in wards where one party is in the 
majority the Councilors are likely to belong 
to it, but their tenure of office depends on 
their good tehavior and not on their politics. 
It is true also that there are more contests 
than there used to be, and there are indications 
of a growing tendency to carry party polities 
into municipal elections. But as there are no 
spoils of office to divide among the victors it 
is not likely that party spirit will go as far as 
it does here.

THE ATTORNEY - GENERAL AND THE 1. 
COME TAX. 

The Solicitor-General of the United States 
asked the Supreme Court the other day to fix 
an early date for the hearing of some cases 
involving the constitutionality of the income 
tax law. He deemed it a matter of the high- 
est importance that suits raising the grave 
questions they did should be decided as soon 
as possible, The Supreme Court agreed with 
him and set the cases for the ist of March. 

Thereupon Attorney-General Olney got fu- 
riously angry. He did not want early action, 
for he looked at the matter from a political 
rather than a legal or an equitable standpoint. 
It seemed to the Solicitor-Generdi that any 
dispute as to the constitutionality of a tax un- 
der which from thirty to fifty millions of dol- 
lars might be collected ehould be settled be- 
fore the mopey was paid and not afterwards. 

The Attorney-General saw that the Treas- 
ury, being in the hands of Democrats, needed 
revenue badly and that if the tax were col- 
lected ana the law afterwards held to be un- 
constitutional the government would lave 
had the use of the money in the meanwhile. 
He saw also that if the Supreme Court were 
to upset the law in March and deprive Mr. 
Carlisle of money he has been counting on 
the President could not escape the necessity 
of calling a special session of a Republican 
Congress to provide the revenue a Demo- 
cratic one had failed to givé him. 

So the Attorney-General used hars d un- 
becoming language to the Solicitor-General 
and as a consequence the latter resigned. He 
has lost his place, but he has preserved his 
self-respect. He did right when he asked for 
an early hearing of the income tax cases. He 
performed his duty towards the government 
and the people. It was outrageous that he 
should be abused for it. 

This outbreak on the part of the Attorney- 
General is rather suggestive. He is looked 
on asa good lawyer. If he were thoroughly 
satisfied in his own mind that the income tax 
law was eo free from constitutional objections 
that the Supreme Court could not fail to sus- 
tain it he would not care how soon the case 
was heard. He would not object to an im- 
mediate decision. If he had his doubts about 
the law and thought the Supreme Court would 
share them but at the same time was ankious 
not to deprive the Treasury of expected reve- 
nue, though to be collected under an uncon- 
stitutional law, he would do just what he has 
done. 

The Supreme Court has acted. It has set 
a Gay for the hearing, and, as its members will 
look at the matter from a legal and not a 
political point of view, they will lose no time 
in making known whatever conclusions they 
may arrive at. If they think the law is null 
and void they will be of the opinion the gov- 
ernment should know it at once so as to look 
elsewhere for revenue. If they find it valid the 
taxpayers should kdow it at once so they can 
get ready to pay up. 


REFORM THE GOVERNMENT ARCHI- 
TECTURE, 

John M. Carrere of New York, to whom 
Secretary Carlisle recently offered the post 
of Supervising Architect of the Treasury De- 
partment, has declined the position. He 
writes to Secretary Carlisle that the present 
condition of public building work is so disor- 
ganized and in such a chaotic state it would 
take all an architect’s time to reorganize it 
without giving any attention to the real work 
of the department; that the waste of money 
is beyond all belief; that the personnel of the 
department is ill-adapted to the class of 
work which the country expects of our gov- 
ernment and absolutely deficient in artistic 
worth ; and that the tentire of the office is 
controlled either by civil service rules or by 
political influences, and with this state of af- 
fairs the office of Supervising Architect, 
legally, is merely that of clerk of the depart- 
ment, appointed by the Secretary, and though 
his responsibility is supposed to cover all of 
the above work his authority is absolutely 
dependent on the Secretary of thn Treasury 
and much of it is divided with heads of de. 
partments. Concluding his letter Mr. Car- 
rere says: 

Any man, no matter what his abilities or his 
power for work and concentration, and no matter 
what conditions might be offered to him, even 
those of absolute responsibility with absolute 
authority, would have to devote himself, either 


to managing the office, allowing the designing to 
be done by draftsman, or to designing, allowing 


the office to be managed by heads of de part. 


ments; and no man of ability with a reputation 
to lose as an artist would be presumptuous 
enough to accept the office, even if his duties 
were to be confined to, designing irrespective of 
any other work or responsibility, because it is 
absolutely beyond the grasp and the ability of 
any cne man who has ever lived to imprint his 
personality upon this much work and much less 
to design it and study it himself. 


Mr. Carrere has told the plain, unadulter- 

ated truth. No architect who bas any con- 
science, any self-respect, any regard for ‘the 
honor end dignity of his profession, could 
entertain the offer of position of Supervising 
Architect, under the present circumstances. 
If any architect does accept the place, it can 
only be becuse he is an inferior man in pro- 
fession or because he is prepared to sacrifice 
his self-respect for a pitiful salary. Such a 
man may possibly be found, but he will not 
be found among reputable architects. 

Mr. Carrere’s letter emphasizes the neces- 
sity for the passage of the bill now pending in 
both Houses of Congress, approved by the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury and prepared by lend - 
ing architects. If this bill were passed the 
initiative and’ professional work would be

THE WHITMAN COLLEGE MEMORIAL. 

The movement in aid of further endowing 
and developing Whitman College in Wasb- 
ington, with the purpose of making it a mon- 
ument to the memory of the man whose 
name it bears, is a worthy one from whatever 
standpoint it may be viewed. However much 
historical scholars may differ as to the value 
ok the services of Marcus Whitman in saving 
Oregon to the United States and anticipating 
destiny, this counts for but little in compari- 
son with the importance of his career asa 
pioneer and a pathfinder over the Rocky 
Mountains into * the trackless wilds,“ a pro- 
moter of emigration, and a missionary to the 
Indians whose life endedin martyrdom at 
the hands of the very tribe among whom he 
had labored with the purpose of educating, 
civilizing, and Christianizing them. 

The events in Whitman’s career may be 
briefly stated as a prelude to the appeal which 
will soon be made to the public. He was born 
in New York in 1802 and received early train- 
ing for the ministerial profession. He hesi- 
tated between adopting this or the medical 
profession, and in 1836 was induced to go to 
Oregon as a missionary. He and a few com- 
‘panions crossed the Rocky Mountains with 
wagons—an extraordinary. feat for those early 
days—reached Fort Walla Walla in Septem- 
ber of that year, and established a mission. 
He worked diligently among the Indians, di- 
viding his labors between religion and agri- 
culture, He then conceived the idea of ex 
pediting emigration to the Pacific coast and 
went to Washington for that purpose. There 
ean be no question that he did a great work in 
stimulating emigration and induced many to 
goto Oregon. After many years of patient, 
zealous, and -patriotic work he and his wife 
were foully murdered by the Indians. 
Eleven years after his death the Waila Walla 
and whole upper Columbian country were 
opened up for settlement as the outcome in 
large part of the labors of this industrious, 
courageous, and ——— pioneer, Marcus 
Whitman. 

Some years after site death it was resolved 
to erect a monument to his memory in the 
form of an educational institution. Whitman 
Seminary was chartered in 1859, and the 
building, near the site of the massacre by the 
treacherous Cayusas. was dedicated in 1866. 
In 1883 it was developei into a college also 
bearing his name. It is now in need of help 
and the present movement is to supply that 
help ana at the same time to recognize the 
patriotic and Christian services of the mis- 
sionary. When the appeal came for assist- 
ance the first to answer was Dr. D. K. Pear- 
sons, the Chicago philanthropist, who has 
proved himself to be the alma pater 
of so many struggling educational institu- 
tions in the Far West and who counts that 
year lost in which he does not gather some 
young, needy, and deserving college under 
his practical and helpful wings. or, in other 
words, puts his derrick at work and lifts it 
upon a foundation of permanent endowment 
where it cau take care of itself. He prompt- 
ly notified President Penrose he would give 
the college $50,000 if its friends would raise 
$150,000. Walla Walla seconded the doctor 
by raising $50,000, so that $100,000 now 
remains to be secured. The Congregational 
ministers of Chicago also have put 
their hands to the work and at their 
last meeting resolved to recommend to 
all ministers of that denomination and 
others throughout the West to set -apart 
March 10, or as near that day as possible, for 
the preaching of a sermon on Dr. Whitman’s 
mission and for the taking of an offering to 
aid in the provision of a suitable memorial. 
The action of the Western ministers will be 
imitated by many of the Eastern, and it goes 
without saying that the required sum to 
make Dr, Pearsons’ offer good will be 
raised, With an egdowment fund of $200,- 
000, properly 5 Whitman College 


will be set upon itg feet and will stand as a 
fitting and useful memorial to the missionary 
who was murdered on its site, together with 
his faithful wife, while in the discharge 
of their duties. It would seem need- 
less to urge a generous response to the 
college appeal on March 10. It is pleasanter 
to be assured that on that date the money will 
be raised and that Whitman College will be 
placed on a financial basis secure enotgh to 
relieve its managers from any further appre- 
hension and that at the same time it will al- 
ways remain as a monument to the missionary 
pioneer, 


THE PAY OF ELECTION JUDGES, 

On the heels of the bill to raise the pay of 
the Chief Clerk of the Election Board from 
$2,500 a year to $5,000 come three bills to 
raise the pay of the judges and clerks of elec. 
tion from $3 to $5 per day. The usual argu- 
ment is made that they have to work very 
hard and thatno man should be asked to 
labor for the public three or four days in the 
year for such a trifle as $3 per day. 

This raid on the Treasury ought to be de- 
feated. It is an attempt to add 40 per cent 
to the heavy sum paid by the city on account 
of the services of judges and cjerks. Ii they 
are paid $5 apiece the cost at each poll for 
ons day will be $25. For the 900 precincts 
it will be $22,500 per day, When there is a 
general registration as there will be next 
year each clerk is credited with five days’ serv- 
ice and each judge with four. Atan election 
like the one to be held in April each clerk 
is credited with four days and each judge 
with three. At the rate of $5 per day the 
salary bills for the next election would be 
over $76,000. To that bee to be added what 
is paid for rent. 

Aside from the enormous expense which 
this advance in pay would entail, the present 
allowance is high enough. No better men 
could be obtained if more were paid. If the 
allowance were increased there might be more 
of a rush on the part of unworthy men to get 
these positions.

EBENEZER ROCK WOOD HOAR. 
After a sickness of weeks, durmg which he 
confronted with unshaken. serenity the 
possibility of death coming to him at any 
moment, Judge Hoar died day before yester- 
day in his seventy-ninth year. 

His life was an honorable and a successful | 
as well as a long one. He had many dis- 
tinguished ancestors, among them being 


Roger Sherman, while his father, Samuel { 1 s for 


Hoar, was a jurist of ability, who having been 
sent as the agent of Massachusetts to Charles: | 
ton to look after the rights of colered sea- 
men, citizens of the State, shut up in Charles- 
ton jails was driven contumeliously from 
that city. But the reputation of the family 
did not suffer in the hantle of Judge Rock- 
wood Hoar. He won fame as jurist and as 
statesman. 

He entered public life in 1846 as a mem- 
ber of the Massachusetts State Senate and 
subsequently was Judge of the Court of Com- 
mon Pleas and of the Supreme Court. White 
he was on the bench the antagonism between 
him and Gen. Butler, which had begun while 
they were rival practitioners, was intensified 
and became incurable. After ten years’ serv- 
ice on the Supreme Court bench he became 
Attorney-General of the United States in 
Grant’s first Cabinet, but gave that up when 
nominated an Associate Justice of the United 
States. But the animosity of Gen. Butler 
had more influence with the Senate than the 
good will of the President and he was not 
confirmed. 

So high an opinion had Gen. Grant formed 
of his ability that he appointed him one of 
the members of the High Joint Commission 
which negotiated the Treaty of Washington, 
under which the irritating Alabama claims 
were peacefully disposed of. He was a mem- 
ber of the House of Representatives during 
the Forty-third Congress and when his term 
came to an end withdrew from public life. 
For twenty-five years he was a member of the 
Board of Overseers of Harvard College, from 
which he graduated sixty years ago.

WATER LEVEL OF THE LAKES. 

A few weeks ago a Port Huron paper raised 
the question how much the level of the lake 
surface is likely to be affected by the deepen- 
ing of the channel between Lakes Huron and 
Erie, More recently Prof. G. F. Wright of 
Oberlin College has taken up the study of 
lake level as it may be affected by the Chi 
cago Drainage Canal. In a lecture delivered 
by him last week he stated that the quantity 
required to be turned into the canal when it 
is first opened will be equal to about 5 per 
cent of that which now flows over Niagara. 
The law provides that when the population of 
Chicago reaches two million this first flow 
shall be doubled, this meaning that at least 10 
per cent as much water as now passes over 
Niagara shall be diverted from the lakes to 
the Mississippi. Maj. Ruffner of the Engi- 
neers’ Corps of the United States Army esti- 
mates that the result of opening the drainage 
canal on the smaller scale allowed will be a 
lowermg of the level of Lakes Michigan, 
Huron, and Erie by at least nine inches, and 
that this lowermg will be increased to eigh- 
teen inches when the canal is operated to its 
full capacity. 

Prof. Wright thinks this drain may have 
little effect in the rainy season, but expresses 
himself as certain that it would interfere with 
navigation during the late summer and au- 
tumn. Asa preventive measure he suggests 
the construction of a dam across the lower 
end of Lake Superior, at tho Soo, which 
he believes would raise the level of that lake 
about two feet and insure the storage of 
enough water in the rainy season to supply 
the lakes below it at the times when they 
otherwise would be at the lowest stage of 
water. The Cleveland Leader reported the 
lecture and commends its suggestions to the 
attention of lake men and vessel-owners, stat. 
ing that an investigation ought to be under- 
taken for the purpose of determining what 
will be the actual effect of opening the drain- 
age channel. T> this it may be added that if 
the smaller flow already being provided for 
will lower the level of Lake Michigan to the 
extent suggested it would be foolish, to say 
the least, to double that flow and thus partially 
ruin all the harbors on the lake for the 
supposed benefit of a few towns in the Iili- 
nois Valley.

Abnormal Conditions for Evil.

disorderly houses now existing in the city i« 
no measure of what it would be if we hada 
police force, from top down, who conceived 
of sexual crime as an evil to be suppressed, 
not as capital to draw dividend from. I have 
had women of this class tell me in my own 
house that they did not belong here, but that 
they came here from outside because they 
knew thatin New York the police would pro- 
tect them. That fact is known all over. The 
police of this city have been enticing prosti- 
tutes from other cities and States to come to 
New York, in order that they might be the 
means of clothing their own wives and daugh- 
ters, and living in style quadrupling in com- 
fort and elegance anything they could mäin- 
tain on their legitimate salaries.

| Dr. Clinton Locke from the rectorship of 
Grace Episcopul Church had given great um- 


brage to some of its members, who cotisid- 
ered he had been unkindly forced to retire, 
A reporter for Taz Trrauns, after a thorough 


investigation, learned that the rumor existed 


only outside the church, and that among its 
officers and members it was unknown. Dr. 
Locke himself was deeply pained that such an 
impression should have been . made in any 
quarter. He was unable to speak on the sub- 
ject, as he has entirely lost his power of 
speech, but he wrote his statement and said 
hia retirement had never been hintea at 
or suggested by any one in the world, but his 
condition was such thatit was really inevit- 
able that he should resign. 

From other sources it was learned that the 
church had made the most generous 
vision for his support and comfort. He 


be paid an annual amount which he himeelf 
was invited to name as sufficient for his com- 
fort. It is understood that a fund of $50 
000 will be raised, the income from which 
will be paid Dr. Locke. It is probable Dr.

„There are times when the entire club co- 
operates, continued Miss Sweet. For in- 
stance, through the influence of the Women’s 
club a compulsory education biil was passed 
by the State Legislature several years ago. 
The club as a whole also raised $150, 
for a Woman's Building at the Chi- 
cago University two years ago, and is 
again interested in the new movement for 
another building. In the emergency work of 
last winter the entire club codperated. 
latest work undertaken by the club is the ap- 
pointment of a special committee to urge 
free kindergartens in connection with public 
schools throughout the State. The club is in. 
terested in many measures before the 
Legislature this winter, one being the placing 
of children of the poorhouses in private 
families.” ' 

What are some of the organizations which 
are an outgrowth of the work of the various 
committees?’ was-the interposition. 

Miss Sweet replied: ** The Chicago Wom- 
en’s club was instrumental in * 
Detention Hospital for insane women. Being 
interested in young boys sent to jail it 
helped to found the Jail Schooi with 
Miss Haythorne as teacher. Later the Pro- 
tective Agency for Women and Children 
evolved, finally becoming an independent or- 
ganization. . The School Children’s Aid Soci- 
ety, with Mrs. A. H. Dainty as President, was 
formed to supply poor children with clothing. 
Scholarships at the Art Institute were planned 
by the club,.as was also the Chicago Public 
School Art Association. The Municipal Order 
League and the Physical Culture Society 
originated in the club. At present the entire 
club is greatly interested in the School Teacn- 
ers’ Aid. ty. The new Model Lodging- 
House for Women emanated from the Wom- 
en’s club, as did also the Political Equality 

ue. These are, in part, some of the or- 
ganizations originating in the club.” 


** What are the social features of the club?” 
was asked. 

Every meeting is in a measure of a social 
character,”’ ‘continued President of the 
club. Tea is served and the President re- 
ceives new members and guests. In addition 
there are three or four receptions during the 
year. II a distinguished visitor is in town it 
is mdde a social occasion. But it is, you 
know, essentially a working club.

Not only this, but the club is in possession 
of three State offices, having a representative 
on the State Board of Charities, Factory In- 
spection, and State Board of Heaith. This roll 
of honor has been recently increased by the 
election of Mrs. Lucy M. Flower to the post. 
tion of Trustee of the State University, and 
the more recent appointment of Dr. Julia 
Holmes Smith to a similar position. 


The latest commendable action of the club 
the passing of the resolution debarring no 
woman from membership because of race or 
color—has been spoken of, with due respect, 
as the whitest thing the club ever did. 


The Chicago Women's club has never con- 
sidered seriously the erection of a club-house, 
asso many women’s clubs are doing. As a 
member said recently: As the club cannot 
form itself into a stock company it would still 
be obliged to pay rent to the owners of the 
building, be they club members or not. It is a 
question whether the same money required 
to build and operate an expensive club-house 
could not be better expended in club work, 
leaving to real estate dealers and landlords 
the details and perp!exities which such an en- 
terprise involves.”’ 


So faithfully has the Chicago Women’s clyb 
guarded the trusts which the founders handed 
down that the very name of Chicago Women’s 
club has come to be a passport to the ways of 
honor, By virtue of its virtues many who 
have a cause to promote naturally look to 
this club for a means of promotion. And the 
Chicago Women’s club has never been found 
wanting.

Particularly interesting,to the } ve 
woman is the second triennial of the National 
Council of Women, which will convene in 
Washington this month for a two weeks’ ses- 
sion, opening formally in Metzerott’s Hall 
the 18th of February. This is a delayed 
meeting that, in the ordinary course of events, 
should have been held last February, but 
which was postponed one year because of the 
nearness of the reguiar date to the World’s 


‘Congress of Women held in Chicago. 


The President of the National Council. of 
Women is Mrs, May Wright Sewall of Indi- 
ana polis. 

Probably no other woman in America so 
completely represents the life of modern 
woman with its marvelous round of occupa- 
tions and duties. Mrs. Sewall is a fine em- 
bodiment of the practical ideas of the day. 
Her unvarying success is due largely to the 
system and thoroughness underlying her 
smaliest as well as her greatest undertakings 
and to the religious care she takes of her bod- 
ily health. A worker, a thinker, a writer of 
virile ability, Mre. Sewall is withal a most 


| womanly woman, loving pretty dresses, pict- 


ures, books, and, perhaps most of all, fine 
china. She has a beautiful collection, gifts of 
friends and souvenirs, whose history she de- 
lights to relate to sympathetic listeners, 
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MRS. MAY WRIGHT SWA. 


Mrs. Sewall is by birth and by her most no- 
ticeable characteristics and special sympathies 
a Western woman. She was born in Milwau- 
kee, Wis., then a frontier settlement, whence 
her parents had come from New England. 
She received her early education in the dis- 
trict schools; later she spent two years in a 
private academy. She was afterwards, for a 
time, under the care of private tutors, who 
3 her to enter, at an early age, the 

orthwestern University of Evanston, III., 
where she was graduated with the de- 
gree A. B., in 1867. The degree A, 
M. was conferred. upon her three years 
later. She served her apprenticeship as an 
educator by takmg private pupils and by 
teaching in different graded schools of Michi- 
gan. She was soon called to more @ivanced 
work and filied with success the position of 

rincipal successively in the high schools of 

lainwell, Mich., and Franklin, Ind. In 1874 
she became iustructor in German in the High 
School at Indianapolis. In 1880 she be- 
came the wife of Theodore L. Sewall, 
a prominent educator of Iudianapo- 
lis, and is now identified with the 
Girls’ Classical School, the most fashionable 
school in Indiana for young women. 

From her infancy Mrs, Sewall was trained 
to a strong belief in the right of woman to 
wider opportunities for education and to a 
fuller share in the honors and the profits of 
business, professional, and industrial activity 
than they have hitherto enjoyed. Her ener- 
gies were enlisted in these reforms soon after 
reaching womanhood, and for twenty years 
she has been a strong ally of every cause 
promoted the advancement of women. She 
was first actively connected with the 
National Woman Suffrage Association, in 
which her power was immediately recognized, 
and in which he held for many years the 
arduous and responsible office of Chairman of 
the Executive committee. 

Mrs. Sewall was one of «the 
moters of the International Council 
Women, which convened in Washington in 
1888, and conceived the idea of perpetuati 
its influence through permanent Internationa 
and National Councils of Women. In the or- 
ganization of both of these bodies she subse- 
quently aided. Mrs. Sewall was one of the 
committee that formulated the plan 
for the General Federation of Women’s 
Clubs. She is a member of the Association 
for the Advancement of Women, an honorary 
member of the Union Internationale des Sci- 
ences et des Arts of Paris, a member of the 
American Historical Association, and other 
prominent organizations. 

In her own home Mrs, Sewall has 
played a most active part in the work 
of organization for social reform and 
other purposes. Thus, she was one of the 
founders of the Indianapolis Woman's club, 
of the Indianapolis Art Association, of the In- 
dianapolis Kqual Suffrage Society, of the In- 
diana State Suffrage Society, of the Indianap- 
olis Ramabai Circle, of the Indiana branch of 
the Association of Collegiate Alumne, of the 
university extension work in re un- 
der the auspices of the latter society; of the 
Indianapolis Local Council of Women; of 
the Indianapolis Woman's Exchange; and of 
the Indianapolis Contemporary club. She 
also originated the plan of the Indianapolis 
Propylzum, an incorporated joint stock com- 
pany of women which has erected a handsome 
building for social and educational purposes. 

In a word, Mrs. Sewall is devoted to the 
furtherance of organization among women,

The National Council of Women is made 
up of various associatiors of women, most of 
them national, existing for diverse pu . 
The object of the council is to bring ether 
representatives from these associations, to 
widen the knowledge of what women 
are doing in the world for human- 
ity, to avoid the unneeded duplication of or. 
ganizations for the same special subject, to 
get women engaged in all lines of work to- 
gether,’ and from this general convocation 
and consequent presentation and discussion of 
many schemes secure united influence for 
such as seem most significant or timely. 

The council was formed at Washington, and 
represents seven lines of women’s work—tre- 
ligious, philanthropic, educational, profes- 
sional, and along lines of social and govern- 
ment reform. It has no predominating b 
the Women’s Foreign Missionary Society of 
Friends having as many votes as the National 
American Woman Suffrage Association and 
the National Women’s Christian Temperance 
Union, a third member of the council, no 
more than either. 

Its membership includes women from na- 
tional organizations composed of men and 


‘women, and already has — ass o- 


ciations, national in scope r, 
amounting to over 700,000 women. It is 
roposed to carry through an arrangement 
fore the next triennial—that of 1898—to 
permit the convening of the council at these 
blic meetings in an upper and lower house, 
ike Congress, but that plan has not yet been
